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TEXAS HAMS FIND 
INTERLOPERS 


(ARRE Letter) 


he FCC has fined a television production Company for illegally conduction 
communications in the Amateur 420 MHz band, and is investigating the 
company the rented the radios used in the illegal operations. 

The FCC’s Dallas office on Feb 23 issued a Notice of Apparently Liability of 
Cannon Television Inc of Irving for $8,000 for the violations which took place in 
Mid-February. 

The FCC is also investigating a Texas firm for allegedly renting the hand-held 
transceivers modified to operate on the 420 band to Cannon. 

The 25 radios, Motorola model P-200’s, were rented for use in the filming of a pilot 
for a TV series. 

Jon Moon, KASHND, discovered the movie company transmitting on two simplex 
frequencies at 443 and 445 Mhz, on channels between those normally used by 
amateurs. Moon was "just scanning the band" when he ran across the transmissions, 
eventually figuring out their source. 

Moon then contacted Chuck Adams, WBSWRR, who operates systems on the 
band. The two, with the help of other DFW Amateurs, aided the FCC’s Dallas office 
in location the apparent source of the signals (In Downtown Fort Worth). The FCC 
then used direction finding equipment to go to the scene. They reportedly had been 
using the equipment for two weeks before being detected. 

"This was a valuable learning experience for many of the operators or our repeater," 
Adams said. 

The Dallas and Houston FCC office were conducting a joint investigation of the 
situation. 


CROSSBAND REPEATER AND DUPLEX 
OPERATION GUIDLINES

he introduction of dual and now tri-band mobile and handheld radios in recent 

years is generally regarded as a boon to amateur radio communications. Smaller 
packages, easy installation, higher power output, wide receive frequency range and a 
host of other features make these radios versatile and and a good value. As they represent 
a significant share of popular radio manufacturers sales, fierce competition between 
brands results in more innovative features for each new generation. The newest 
generation of radios are introducing true dual-band duplex operation. 

Each of these transceivers has the capability to act as a crossband repeater. In this 
mode, the radio will rebroadcast a VHF transmission on UHF and vice versa. Selection 
of frequency, offset, output power level and CTCSS requirements are established by 
the operator through front panel controls. Often, the radio is supplied with a Time Out 
Timer to guard against transmitter malfunctions while in repeater mode. 

Used responsibly, crossband repeaters can make our lives easier and can make 
communications possible in many instances where simplex efforts fail. Used without 
consideration and forethought, however, these radios have the potential to disrupt the 
orderly use of our assigned spectrum resulting in chaos and inconvenience. 

In examining this issue, your board of directors has recognized that crossband 
repeaters are here to stay. We have only to look forward to more and more of these units 
joining our ranks. This being the case, the WWARA would like to establish guidelines 
for proper use of crossband repeaters in Western Washington and initiate a program of 
advisement and education to foster responsible use of these devices. To our knowledge, 
the WWARA will be the first frequency coordinating body in the country to address 
this issue. 

To start the ball rolling, we would like to offer this draft set of guidlines for the use 
of crossband repeaters for discussion at our next regular meeting: 

* In order to minimize inappropriate use of recognized simplex and repeater 
frequencies, the WWARA will establish a recommended frequency on two meters and 
70 cm for use by crossband repeaters. We will probably select one of the two SNP 
frequencies for use on two meters and a reserved frequency on 70 cm. 

Crossband Repeaters or Duplex Radios should: 

* Never be used to link to an established repeater system or to link two established 
repeaters together without the express approval of the repeater owner(s). 

* Be used for temporary, short-duration activities only and never installed as a 
long-term communications facility. 

* Utilize the minimum power necessary to accomplish the desired communication. 
The transmitter used in the vicinity of the operator should be placed on a non-radiating 
load or be configured for minimum power output on a unity gain, antenna. The 
transmitter used to contact the destination station should be configured for minimum 
power necessary. 

* Utilize CTCSS decode/encode circuitry to minimize uninvited access and un- 
|hecessary frequency congestion. CTCSS encode is a standard feature of today’s 
transceivers. CTCSS decode is an option available for all radios and should be 
implemented for responsible use of the radio’s crossband repeat or duplex functions. 
Care should be excersized in selection of a unique CTCSS tone for the frequency of 
operation. 

* Be identified by it’s users once every ten minutes. This can be accomplished 
through normal station identification, i.e., '"'W7ABC this is WA7IYZ on the W7ABC 
crossband repeater" or ''W7ABC this is WA7IYZ in duplex operation" 

* Be disabled by it’s operator within 15 minutes of notification of interference or 
other problems necessitating it’s removal. 

We envision printing a summary of the finalized guidlines, along with the existing 
SNP advisory, at the beginning of the Washington State listings in the ARRL repeater 
| directory. A method of diseminating this information to Western Washington amateurs 
may also be addressed. 
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TEXAS CONSIDERS ~ 
CROSS-BAND 
SPECTRUM 


(K7CR) The Texas VHF-FM Society 
is considering the allocation of spectrum 
on the 70cm band specifically for use by 
2M/440 cross-band radios. Coordinators 
across the country are being asked to 
"come up with" spectrum for these new 
units that have become quite popular of 
late. In the case of Texas the plan they are 
considering would allocate 10 - 5 Mhz 
pairs (440.750-440.975 and 445.750- 
455.975) for this purpose. This matter was 
discussed at the last WWARA Board 
meeting and is being studied by WWARA 
440 Chair, Jon Marcinko, W7FHZ and 2 


FIRST COORDINATION 
FOR "NEW 6 METER 
SPECTRUM" 


(K7CR) The WWARA Board made his- 
tory at its recent meeting by coordinating a 
6 meter repeater pair to the Monticello 
Amateur RF Society of Longview. The 
new system will operate in the newly en- 
larged 6 meter repeater sub-band with an 
input of 52.11 and output of 53.81 from 
Signal Peak near Longview. This pair was 
chosen to provide maximum protection for 
viewers in this area of the Portland TV 
Channel 2, KATU and marks the first coor- 
dination in Western Washington of a new 
repeater using the newly enacted 1.7 MHz 
6 meter repeater band plan. For more in- 
formation about the system contact Randy 
Wheeler, N7JYW at 206-425-0829. 
(Chairman’s note: There are currently two 
repeaters operating on the new band plan 
51.67/53.37 and 51.51/53.21.)

I was all set to purchase a 
1200S....glad | didn’t. For those of you the tune up your own transmitters, receivers, 
filters etc this new unit looks like a real dream come true. For those of you that work 
in an industry unrelated to your hobby...I understand your feelings. As you know I work 
in Broadcasting and it has only been in the last couple of years that this industry has 
discovered the "Service Monitor''. _ It was nice to see a lot of old friends at the recent 
Mike and Key Flea Market in Puyallup...boy what a turn out!

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AZDEN AZ-61

t least one amateur radio equipment manufacturer has gotten smart or at least seen 
the light, AZDEN. AZDEN has introduced 2 new radios for six meters; a mobile 

and a handheld. 
I have had the opportunity to closely examine the AZ-61, 6 meter handheld and run 
it through its paces. The radio as it comes from the factory is equipped with separate PL 
encoders and decod ers (a real first for amateur radio) DTMF keypad, 40 memory 


channels, 600 mah 12 battery, rubber ducky antenna, belt clip, drop in charger, wrist 


strap and instruction booklet. 

After a two week wait I received the AZ- 
61 and found it to con tain all the accrutments 
and accessories advertised. Like most 
anxious hams I quickly snapped on the bat- 
tery and antenna and turned on the radio. 
After a few minutes of playing with the 
knobs and buttons I was able to hear one of 
the local repeaters surprising well consider- 
ing were I live. After about 10 minutes of 
playing I ted to program the radio to trans- 
mit on the west ern Washington 1.7 Mhz 
offset to access the repeater. To my dismay 
the radio’s standard offset was 500Khz! 
What a disap pointment! 

Well not to fear, if all else fails read the 
directions, nght? I spent about 45 minutes 
scrutinizing the instructions trying to find 
how to change the offset. It must be program- 
mable! The manual that accompanied the 
radio was actually the 2 meter hand held 
version but was suppose to be correct else wise. I finally discovered the section on 
programming the offset, a rather com plicated unfriendly procedure (remember that I 
have never played with an AZDEN only Icom, Yaesu and Alinco). After attempting the 
task, it didn’t work! That portion of the routine was missing! Arrggg! What good is a 
radio on a 500 Khz offset? Back in the box it went, ready to ship back. | 

The following day I called AZDEN (their offices are on the east coast) and explained 
that I would like to return the radio be cause it did not operate on a 1.7mhz split as 
advertised. The gentlemen on the other end explained that the radio would indeed work 
on any split in the MEMORY MODE. He spent about 10 minutes with me on the phone 
walking me through the procedure and low and behold I was receiving on 53.37 and 
transmitting on 51.67 with a PL tone of 100 hz. By the way after going back through 
the instruction booklet an addendum fell out on the floor which explains all the 
differences and programming procedures, oops! No schematic was supplied with the 
radio. 

Now that I was fully versed in how the programming took place I was able to program 
all the local repeaters regardless of their offset, transmit PL tones and separate receive 
PL tone (53.15 and 53.29 use a 100hz PL tone for access and transmit a 103.5 PL tone 
for tone squelch) in only a few minutes. 

With the short rubber duck antenna I was amazed at how well the radio worked. I 
was able to bring up and access 4 of the local repeaters from over in the Port Townsend 
area! Curiosity got the better of me so it was off to the basement and the signal genera 
tor, watt meter and spectrum analyzer. 

The receiver sensitivity was incredible. The squelch opened at less than .075 uv with 
20db quieting at .12 uv. I have an idea that sensitivity was traded for adjacent channel 
rejection though I didn’t test for this. The transmitter was checked for transmit power. 
With a fully charged battery the AZ-61 transmitted 5.1 watts with a clean envelope on 
the spectrum analyzer. Deviation from the factory is a bit hot, approx 7 Ke peak with 5 
Ke aver ages. 

Other features of the AZ-61 include; programmable scanning and skip channels, high 
and low transmit power levels (5 and .5 watt) DTMF paging, auto power shut off, receive

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battery saver option. The receiver frequen- 
cy range is 46.00 Mhz to 53.995 Mhz with 
the transmitter limited to 50.00 Mhz to 
53.995 Mhz. 

Allin all I think AZDEN’s first introduc- 
tion into 6 meter hand helds is a positive 
move even with the alternate programming 
required to overcome the repeater offset 
problem. AZDEN has also introduced a 
companion 50 watt 6 meter mobile with 
similar fea tures. Hopefully I'll have an 
opportunity to review it before the next 
coordinator. 


IS MORSE CODE 
DEAD?

Don't look for the ARRL to jump on the 
band wagon just yet.
